PREPARATIONS FOR JET AGE 


As Canada marks the 50th Anniversary of Flight in the 
Commonwealth, TCA continues to play a major role in Canadian 
aviation. 28 years after the “Silver Dart” made its first 
flight at Baddeck, N.S., TCA flew its first passenger service. 

The aircraft was a 10-seater Lockheed, the route mileage, from 
Vancouver to Seattle, 122. 

Y From this modest beginning, the stra y has been one of steady 

progress. Today, TCA flies over 32,000 miles of world air routes, 
serving 59 communities. 

But the most striking development is still to come. Next year, TCA 
will introduce 127-seater, 550 m.p.h. DC8 jetliners, powered 
by Rolls-Royce Conway turbo-jet engines. They will cut flying times on 
trans-Continental and trans-Atlantic services by almost half. 

Shortly after, new turbo-prop Vickers Vanguards will go into service. 
Seating up to 96 passengers and flying at 415 m.p.h., the 
Vanguards will bring new speed and comfort to TCA’s high density 
inter-city and Southern routes. 

With these two new types, and the now famous Viscounts, TCA will 
become the first inter-Continental airline in the world to operate 
an all-turbine fleet. Amazing as the first fifty years of flight in Canada have 
been, the second half century may well bring equally dramatic advances.

AIRWOMAN TO 
OPEN EXHIBITION 

The early years of Canadian avia¬ 
tion owe a great deal to the remark¬ 
able achievements of one woman . . . 
the renowned American airwoman, 
Katherine Stinson who will officially 
open the 1959 Edmonton Exhibition. 

On July 9, 1918, she made a mem¬ 
orable flight to Edmonton from Cal¬ 
gary, flying the 175 air miles in 2 
hours and 5 minutes, establishing a 
western Canadian record for endur¬ 
ance and on this flight Miss Stinson 
carried the first mail ever transported 
by air into Edmonton.

THE SILVER DART 

The greatest display of aircraft 
and electronic devices ever assembled 
under one roof may be seen at the Ed¬ 
monton Gardens during Exhibition 
Week.

The Edmonton Exhibition Association, which was formed to foster 
agriculture, has also fostered aviation. In fact, in this Golden Anni¬ 
versary year, when the promoters of Canadian aviation are being 
asked to take a bow, the directors of the Exhibition Association must 
stand and be counted with them. 

Carpenter Reg Hunt, the first man to build and fly an airplane 
in Edmonton, was going to demonstrate his invention at the summer 
fair of 1910; but Hunt cracked up the thing in his experiments and 
never got a true public showing. 

The next year, however, the board succeeded in bringing Edmon¬ 
ton a real exhibition of powered flight. To add some zest to the spring 
horse show, the board imported a couple of cigar-chewing American 
sports named Hugh Robinson and Bob St. Henri, to fly their Curtiss 
biplane around the race track. At that stage of its development the 
airplane was regarded as something of a winged steed and was flown 
around race tracks. Robinson and St. Henri made six three-minute 
flights on April 28th and 29th, 1911, at $1,000 per flight. For the 
Association, alas, this was not a financial triumph. Edmontonians were 
curious but thrifty. Less than a thousand people paid their way into 
KATHERINE STINSON the grounds, while other thousands saw just as well from trees, roofs 

and boxcars in the neighborhood. 



Then in 1916 a little girl with long curls 
brought Edmonton its first taste of the thrill of 
flying. She was Katherine Stinson, then twenty 
years old. Katherine came from Texas to fill 
a gap in the entertainment dictated by the war. 
The government had banned fireworks and the 
exhibition board hoped Miss Stinson would recap¬ 
ture some of the lost sparkle. She did, personally 
and professionally. It seemed incredible that this 
bit of a girl had taught sixty Canadian war pilots 
to fly at her school in Texas, but her handling 
of Mattie Laird's hand-built biplane ended all 
doubt. She did far more flying than her contract 
called for; flew over the hospitals for the benefit 
of shut-ins and also over the federal penitentiary 
for the benefit of some gentlemen who had been 
shut in at the suggestion of certain magistrates 
and judges. She was another Katherine the Great. 

And the Association sought her help again 
two years later to make her people forget about 
a further wartime austerity. In 1918 the govern¬ 
ment banned pari-mutuel betting. To make up for 
this the Exhibition planners hired six motor-car 
racers, a lady parachute jumper and Miss Stinson. 
On July 9th, 1918, Katherine made the first cross¬ 
country flight in Alberta: Calgary to Edmonton in 
two hours and five minutes; she landed in front of 
the grandstand, and delivered a sack of 259 letters, 
the first airmail in Western Canada. The lady 
parachute jumper landed out on Alberta Avenue 
in her first jump and cancelled the rest of her 
engagement, but Miss Stinson extended hers, even 


though she bumped the top of a car coming in for 
one of her landings. When the Exhibition board 
decided to honor Canada's fifty years of powered 
flight at this year's fair, it sought an outstanding 
personality to officially open the "air" show. The 
girl with the curls, who gave Edmonton Its first 
real taste of flying and made history at the same 
time, was the only possible choice. 

When the war ended, the Exhibition had still 
more to do with aviation. The Curtiss Jenny 
"City of Edmonton," the first locally-operated com¬ 
mercial plane, was stored on the grounds when it 
arrived here in the spring of 1919. The "Edmon¬ 
ton" was leased by "Wop" May, is now owned by 
Ted Reynolds of Wetaskiwin, and is on display in 
the Gardens. The "Edmonton" appeared in the sky 
above the fairgrounds in 1919 and 1920, as the 
Exhibition fostered aviation by giving gainful em¬ 
ployment to struggling .young aviators like "Wop" 
May, George Gorman, Pete Derbyshire and Freddy 
McCall. In 1919 it literally stopped the show. It 
was John Phillip Sousa's show. The eminent bands¬ 
man was conducting a concert in front of the grand¬ 
stand, and May and Gorman dove the "Edmonton" 
at the podium until Sousa walked off in a mood 
more warlike than any of his marches. He vowed 
never to return unless manager Bill Stark could get 
those fools out of the air. 

Aviation has grown and prospered since the 
days of skylarking. Aviation has done much for 
Edmonton; but Edmonton has done much for avia¬ 
tion—that's the theme of this year's fair. In the 
first dozen years of our half-century of powered 
flight, aviation needed a lift from the Edmonton 
Exhibition Association. The lift was given.

The Edmonton Exhibition Association has 
always been noted for its outstanding livestock 
shows and sales. A quick look at the expansion 
programme since 1947 will bear out the growth 
and development of this activity. 

In 1947 the Edmonton Exhibition Association 
launched a major building programme. A new 
pavilion and Sales Arena was constructed at a cost 
of $327,000.00 with a stabling capacity of 600 
head of livestock. 


With the overflow of entries at the 1953 
Spring Show and with the advent of Alberta's first 
Annual Futurity Show the Edmonton Exhibition 
Board was faced with the necessity of providing 
additional stabling facilities. Construction on a 
new addition to the north of the sales arena was 
started immediately after the summer Exhibition 
in 1953 and was completed for the 1954 Spring 
Show. This extension has a capacity for 588 cattle. 

Within a period of seven years the Exhibition 
spent $645,575.00 to provide modern accommoda¬ 
tion for a total of 1,188 head of livestock. At the 
1959 Spring Show there-were 1,420 entries, includ¬ 
ing 450 head of swine, which were shown and sold 
after the cattle shows and"sales. 


Two National Livestock Shows 

This year's Exhibition features two National 
livestock shows—Aberdeen Angus and Holsteins. 
This is the first time in the history of major Cana¬ 
dian Exhibitions that two National cattle shows 
have been staged at the same time at one of the 
leading agricultural shows of the nation. The 
National-Holstein Friesian Show offers in excess 
of $6,000 in cash prizes and awards and the Capi¬ 


tal City National Angus Show declares a prize list 
valued at more than $5,000.00. 

These two National Shows will draw a greatly 
increased number of spectators and exhibitors 
on a nationwide basis. Cattle will be judged 
in the shaded grass "judging lawn." Judge of the 
Holstein show is J. D. Innes, Woodstock, Ontario, 
and Lewis B. Pierce of Creston, III., the president 
of the American Aberdeen Angus Association will 
judge the Angus show and Dick Painter, Lethbridge, 
of Federal Warble Fly fame, will act as Master of 
Ceremonies. 

Besides the two National shows there is a good 
entry of Herefords, Shorthorns, Jerseys, Ayrshires 
and Red Polls. The Edmonton Exhibition is noted 
for its large swine show which includes Yorkshires, 
Tamworths and Landrace. Alf Dyck, Borden, Sask., 
is the judge. Heavy horses and sheep complete the 
list of livestock on show. The Sheep Show will be 
complemented by the second annual wool show 
which offers four classes for Market Grades of 
Wool. 

Junior Farmer and 4-H Club Activities 

Farm Boys' and Girls' Camp —In 1951 the Ex¬ 
hibition Association held a Farm Boys' and Girls' 
Camp. Approximately 200 farm young people at¬ 
tended this camp. Two $100 scholarships were 
awarded to each of the Boys and Girls' divisions. 
These scholarships were awarded by the Edmonton 
Rotary Club tenable at any of the Provincial Schools 
of Agriculture. 

This camp is now an annual affair. These 
young people are guests of the Edmonton Exhibi¬ 
tion receiving free board and room while in at¬ 
tendance at the Exhibition. On Thursday evening 
of Exhibition week they are guests of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool at a banquet after which the Exhibi¬ 
tion Board has them as special guests at the grand¬ 
stand show. 

4-H Club Rally 

In 1949 the first 4-H Club Rally was held 
at the Edmonton Exhibition. 250 4-H Club mem¬ 
bers attended from twenty-two different clubs from 
Northern Alberta. A successful Rally has been held 
every year since 1949. 

4-H Public Speaking Competition 

Four years ago a Public Speaking Competition 
was held at the Exhibition. The contest was limited 
to ten competitors. The participating 4-H members 
were those sponsored by local agricultural Societies

4-H Thematic Exhibits 

Thematic Exhibits became part of the 4-H 
Activities at the Exhibition in 1950. Displays are 
set-up by 4-H Clubs presenting some important agri¬ 
cultural theme with regard to good farming prac¬ 
tice in the Club's own district. These exhibits are 
displayed in the Agricultural Building. They are 
co-sponsored by the National Grain Co. Limited 
and Ogilvie-Five Roses Sales Ltd. 

Dairy Calf Competition 

Open to farm boys and girls 10 to 20 years 
of age. Calves may be either purebred or grade. 
There are classes for Holsteins, Ayrshires, Jerseys 
and. Red Polls. There is a special class for 
Yearling Dairy Calves which were shown at the 
Exhibition the previous year or at a local 4-H 
Dairy Calf Show. There is over $700 in prize 
money. The Kiwanis Club of Edmonton donate a 
beautiful Challenge Trophy for the grand cham¬ 
pion of the Junior Show. 

Judging takes place Tuesday at 1:30 p.m. 

In addition to the Dairy Calf Show there is 
a judging competition for all Junior Farmers. This 


competition is sponsored by the Milk Foundation 
of Edmonton. 

Junior Swine Show 

This competition is open to 4-H Club mem¬ 
bers living in Alberta—Red Deer and north. The 
class is judged 50% for showmanship and 50% 
for the animal. One class is for the best registered 
or grade gilt weighing over 200 lbs, and the other 
is for the best 3 bacon hogs, weight 185 to 205 
lbs. Prize money .in the amount of $140 is spon¬ 
sored by the Alberta Provincial Swine Breeders' 
Association. 

Farm Family Competition 

The fifth annual Farm Family Competition 
gives the entire farm family an opportunity fo enter 
exhibits at the Exhibition. This competition is set 
up on the basis of entry points and prize points 
for every department of the Fair. For every entry 
in livestock the exhibitor is credited with 10 points, 
for each entry in any other class each entry earns 
5 points. Every first prize won in livestock classes 
wins 10 points, 2nd, 9 points; 3rd, 8 points; 4th, 
7 points; 5th, 6 points. For every other class at 
the Fair it is 5 points for 1st, 4 points for second, 
etc. These points are all added up and the entry 
with the highest aggregate wins. 

Entries are limited to Alberta farm families. 
A minimum of three members of a family is re¬ 
quired to enter the competition. The winning family 
is presented on the grandstand platform and re¬ 
ceives an appropriate framed certificate. 


Royal American '59 Termed Mightier Than Ever 


The mighty Royal American is mightier than 
ever before. 

Of the units which will open with the show 
here but which was not on the show last year the 
most impressive is a new dark ride, Ye Old Haunted 
Mill, built in winter quarters under the direction of 
C. J. Sedlmayr, son of Carl Sedlmayr, owner- 
general manager of the Royal American. 

The dark ride is unique in that some trackage 
is built into a 30-foot show wagon and the entire 
ride and all its equipment can be transported 
within the same wagon. 

Of the standby show-owned features, the revue, 
this year titled Rocky Covette's Revue, is outstand¬ 
ing, as judged by past standards. 

The tenth revue to be produced by Leon Miller 
in as many years on the Royal, the show is a racy, 
talent-packed package that should delight patrons 
along the route. 

It is named after the 6-foot 8-inch exotic 
dancer, who makes a solid contribution, but Sab¬ 
rina, partnered by Comic Harry Savoy in burlesque 
routines and even more on her own as a dancer, is 


the stand-out. Her dance numbers are sock crowd- 
pleasers. 

Other notable talent in the show are Reed and 
Aurora, comedy-singers, and Molly Parks, tap 
dancer-singer. 

An enormous amount of money apparently was 
spent by Carl Sedlmayr in winter quarters on 
equipment and flash. The show never looked better. 
It sparkles from front to back under new paint and 
much new canvas. 

The rolling stock shows the additions of many 
all-new steel wagons, equipped with pneumatic 
tires—part of the Royal's constant modernization 
program. 

Notable among new equipment is an Inter¬ 
national truck, with 10 speeds forward, which was 
converted in quarters into a combination water 
wagon-fire-fighting unit. 

The show train now at a numerical high in the 
number of cars, includes six all-steel Pullmans con¬ 
verted for show personnel. One is a 14-section berth 
car, two are 10-section berth cars with two bed¬ 
rooms and a drawing room, two are 10-section bed¬ 
room cars and one has three compartments and 
three bedrooms.

The Edmonton committee—for the observance 
of the golden anniversary of powered flight—has 
much more to draw on than similar committees ac¬ 
ross Canada. Edmonton's rich aviation history, and 
its present position on the world air map, has made 
possible many special projects to dramatize the 
history, and the possibilities, of aviation. 

Edmonton was the capital of the bush pilots in 
the 1930's. That was the theme of the first special 
project—a bush pilots' reunion dinner at the Mac¬ 
donald Hotel in February. 

On February 23, the anniversary of McCurdy's 
flight in the Silver Dart, committee member Gor¬ 
don Anderson of Gateway Aviation organized a 
program of commemorative flights, with a scroll 
presented to each pilot who made a flight on the 
anniversary. 

On the same day, a display of pictures and 
newspaper headlines depicting Edmonton's color¬ 
ful flying history, was opened at the Jubilee Audi¬ 
torium. It took nine months to assemble the 100- 
foot-long display. It will eventually become a 
permanent part of the Edmonton Museum. 

An essay contest for high school students offer¬ 
ed a first prize of a flying course at the Edmonton 


Flying Club; and Richard Meger of Heinsburg is 
taking the course this summer. 

Edmonton model-builders have participated in 
the RCAF's model-building contest. 

On June 9, the committee staged an air show 
at Wetaskiwin to mark the fortieth anniversary of 
the first commercial flight in Alberta—a delivery 
of Journals from Edmonton to Wetaskiwin. 

Grant McLarty of Trans Canada Airlines heads 
a speakers committee, which provides aviation 
speakers for service clubs. Captain Aubrey Wether- 
be of Canadian Pacific Airlines is head of the 
special projects committee. 

The executive committee is headed by B. W. 
Pitfield of Northwest Industries, with H. J. William¬ 
son, director of air services for the department of 
transport; A. G. Earnshaw of the provincial radio 
service; Rex Kaufman of Associated Helicopters; 
Squadron-Leader Wally Thomson of the RCAF; 
and Tony Cashman of CJCA. 

The committee has received invaluable help in 
publicizing the golden anniversary—from news¬ 
papers, radio and TV—and from the Edmonton 
Exhibition Association.

At the age of five years, I came to 
McCord, Saskatchewan.
